From  my 
little  spot  on  the  yard  and  in  my  respective  (not  respectable) 
place  of  employment  I  have  a  growing  list  of  persons  that  have 
contracted  T.3.  since  incarceration,  amazing,  and  the  infirmary 
seems  unaware!!  Recent  medical  digests  list  T.3.  as  one  of 
the  few  ailments  on  the  increase  after  decades  of  decline, 
listing  jails  and  prisons  as  one  of  the  MAJOR  areas  of 
contamination  and  causes. 

It  is  asserted  by  the  infirmary  that  casual  contact  does 
not  cause  or  allow  contamination,  however,  for  the  initiated 
Tuberculosis  is  spread  EXACTLY  the  same  way  as  the  flu  and  cold.

I  have  been  quietly  observing  the  bills  enacted  by  this  past 
Legislative  Session  to  address  the  over-population  problem 
we  have  in  both  male  and  female  prisons.  I  have  closely  watched 
the  movement  sheets  and  the  action  the  Parole  Board  has  taken 
since  the  bills  were  passed.  I  know  that  diverting  some  people 
through  the  plan  to  have  judges  sentence  non-violent  people 
to  Halfway  houses  isn't  going  to  dent  our  prison  population. 
Unless  new  halfway  houses  are  constructed  they  can  only  hold 
so  many  inmates.  So  what  avenue  must  we  ask  is  the  proper  way 
to  get  the  population  down  to  the  targeted  number  Of  850? 

It  is  obvious  unless  the  Parole  Board  lets  out  more  inmates 
the  population  will  not  change.  Politics  and  economics  cannot 
continue  to  be  factors  that  have  more  priority  then  does 
rehabilitation  and  common  sense.  What  doesn't  make  sense  to 
me  is  the  Legislature  in  their  new  goodtime  amendment  gives 
this  institution  the  authority  to  give  certain  inmates  goodtime 
up  to  any  amount  to  become  eligible  for  parole.  I  must  ask 
what  good  is  this  bill  unless  the  parole  board  under  their 
legal  duties  decides  the  inmate  should  be  paroled.  Giving 
some  inmates  180  days  for  discharge  purposes  is  not  going  to 
have  any  effect  either.  I  see  no  change  in  attitude  by  the 
parole  board  staff  since  these  new  bills  went  into  effect. 
There  has  been  a  500%  incarceration  increase  in  this  country 
in  the  last  12  years.  By  far  the  most  in  the  world!  There  is 
no  reflection  that  the  trend  to  keep  people  in  prison  longer 
has  any  relation  to  the  crime  rate.  In  fact  it's  went  up. 


Personally  I  see  myself  as  a  victim  of  social  sadism  which 
they  call  "justice."  I  committed  a  property  crime  (burglary) 
where  I  caused  a  store  owner  some  damage  and  a  few  hours  of 
trouble.  He  wanted  me  out  of  prison  7  years  ago!!  He  has  no 
input  now  or  when  I  was  sentenced.  For  the  trouble  I  have  caused 
him  the  justice  system  has  now  inflicted  79,200  hours  of  punish- 
ment on  me  at  the  cost  of  approximately  $200,000.00  to 
the  taxpayers.  Conditioned  ignorance  cannot  be  vitiated  unless 
the  people  who  operate  our  system  are  in  touch  with  compassion 
and  not  driven  by  apathetic  impulses  which  are  the  direct  result 
of  fear!  Mercy  is  a  human  trait  which  has  been  smothered  by 
a  mental  conception  of  discipline  empty  of  empathy.  Law  and 
Order  per  se  is  deviod  of  any  emotional  quality  so  in  order 
tosatisfy  the  vindictive  thirst  of  society  created  by  political 
and  moral  manipulation  it  overkills.  And  it  goes  unseen  and 
unfelt  by  those  responsible  for  fueling  the  fires  of  hysteria 
through  their  media  relationship.

(The  following  is  by  Don  Sullivan,  PA-C,  Infirmary  Supervisor, 
in  response  to  a  recent  flurry  of  medical  kites  concerning 
inmates  with  positive  HIV,  Tuberculosis  and  Hepatitis  tests.) 

First  of  all,  the  medical  staff  appreciates  your  concern 
regarding  the  diseases  addressed  in  your  kites.   Their  contents 
indicates  that  you  may  be  operating  from  a  position  of  FALSE 
i  nforma t  ion . 


1).  There  are  HIV  positive  inmates  in  this  population.  They  are 
all  under  careful  medical  supervision  and  management.  Confidentiality 
laws  preclude  my  identification  of  their  numbers  in  the  population. 

Are  inmates  and  staff  at  risk  of  acquiring  the  HIV  virus  by 
sharing  common  living,  eating  and  recreational  areas?   The  latest  CDC 
data  states  that  the  probability  is  so  low  as  to  be  insignificant. 
Only  those  people  who  indulge  in  High-risk  behavior  (i.e.  homosexual 
or  heterosexual  behavior  with  an    HIV  positive  person,  I.V.  drug  user, 
sharing  needles  or  receiving  blood  products  from  an  HIV  positive 
donor)  are    at  extreme  risk  of  becoming  HIV  positive. 

M.S. P.  Infirmary  has  in  place  an  AIDS  counseling  program  with 
cer t  i  f  i  ed  counselors  conducting  on  going  education  for  inmates  and 
staff.   Anyone ,  desiring  to  participate  in  this  program  will  be 
scheduled  for  the  next  presentation. 

2).   TUBERCULOSIS:   There  are    currently  NO  inmates  in  M.S. P.  with 
"Active"  TB .   Every  inmate  who  enters  M.S. P.  undergoes  screening  for 
TB .   All  Those  who  by  skin  test  (PPD)  show  evidence  of  past  exposure 
to  the  disease  then  is  further  evaluated  according  to  CDC  and  N.I.H. 
guidelines.   We  have  an  active  program  in  place  for  both  screening  and 
education.   Further  information  is  being  distributed  which  should 
alleviate  any  concerns  you  have. 

3).   HEPATITIS:   Again,  we  have  all  inmates  who  enter  M.S. P. 
screened  with  basic  laboratory  studies  and  NO  persons  with  evidence  of 
active  disease  are    allowed  into  population. 

<f>.   DISINFECTANTS:   Every  unit  in  M.S. P.  is  supplied  with 
cleaning  agents  with  bacteriocidal  fungicidal  and  viricidal 
capabilities.   If  proper  use  of  these  agents  is  carried  out  by  your 
infirmary  swampers,  the  risk  of  any  type  of  infection  from  common  use 
areas  is  extremely  small  to  non-existent.
